WASHINGTON, ' Juno 4.—President 


Roosevelt today sent to congress the re- 
port of Jaraes Brorwon Reynolds 
and 


Commissioner Charles P. Heill, the spec- 
ial committee to investigate into t.lio con- 
ditions of the stock yards of Chicago, In 
his address the president declares that 
the present laws arc inadequate to rem- 
edy the conditions. The addross of the 
president i«i largely a reiteration of the 
findings of the committee and culls at- 
tention to the fact tluit while-the pres- 
ent laws prohibit the shipment of unin- 
spected ment to foreign countries there 
is no law forbidding the shipment of un- 
inspected meat in interstate commerce. 
He declares p, law is needed which will 
enable the inspectors of the general gov- 
ernment to inspect and supervise from 
the hoof to the can the preparation of 
the meat food product. The evil seem* 
to be much less in* the sale of dressed 
carcasses than in the sale of canned and 
other prepared products, and very much 
less as regards products sent 
abroad 


thfln as regards those used nt'home. 


The president declares thnt the pack- 


ers should pfty the co.-it of inspection and 
ni'-W the immediate enactment into In\v 
of provisions which.will enable the de- 
partment of agriculture adequately to in- 
spect the nieat-Hnci-meat-foo'd-products 
. entering into interstate commerce and to 
supervise the methods of preparing the 
, Mine, and: to prescribe the siinitary con- 


ditions under which the work shall be 
performed. 


THE COMMISSIONER'S 'REPORT. 
Tlie report says that two mid one-half 


weeks were spent in the investigation in 
Chicago, during which "we went through 
the principal packing houses 
in 
the 


stock yard* district, together with a few 
of the smaller ones. A day was spent,by 
Mr. Reynolds in New York city in the 
investigation of its

necessary nnd unpardonable and which 
are a constant menace not only to their 
own health, but to the health of those 
who use the food products prepared by 
them."

nnd special work; legislation prohibiting

urges considering the question of speci- 
fic labeling of all carcasses sold as fresh

CLEANLINESS UNKNOWN. 


An absence of cleanliness was 
found 


everywhere in the handling of meat be- 
ing prepared for the various meat food 
products. The ports that are sent from 
the cooling room to these departments 
where various forms of meat products 
are prepared, are handled with no regard 
whatever for cleanliness. The workers 
climb over henps of meat, select tho 
pieces they wish nnd frequently 
throw 


them down upon the dirty floor beside 
their beneli.

SHOVEL MEAT FROM FILTHY 


FLOORS. 


"In a word." the report adds "we saw 


moat shoveled from filthy wooden floors, 
piled on tables varely washed, pushed 
from room to room in rotten box carts, 
in all of which processes it w»s in the 
way of gathering dirt, splinters, . floor 
fllt.h, it was always the reply that this 
meat would afterwards be cooked, HI... 
thnt this sterilization would prevent anv 
danger from its uso. A very considera- 
ble portion of the meat so handled is sent 
out as smoked products nnd in the form 
of sausages, which arc prepared to 
be 


eaten without being cooked. 


"A particularly glaring instance of un- 


cleaiiliness was found in a j'ooni where 
the beat grade of sausage was being- pre- 
pared foj cxnort."

WASHINGTON, June 4.— Arthur Pue 


Gorman, United States senator 
from 


Maryland died suddenly at his residence 
here today. While Senator Gorman bad 
been ill for many months, he had shown 
some improvement lately. Heart trou- 
ble was the immediate cause of death; 


Senator Gorman long hod been a not- 


able figure in the national congress. . He 
first took his seat in 1881 and* served 
continuously for eighteen yeats, and 
nearly all of that .time he was thc-leader 
of his party in the senate. .Winning 
early a reputation for sagacity -and the 
keenest judgment ifY congressional -affairs 
he attained prominence not only 'as. a. 
leader 'in the senate, but in the country^ 
at large and by many men was. t:pn»ider,-; 
cd the most available man in his- party.' 
for the presidency. He was chairman of; 
the executive committee and managed 
the campaign that resulted in the elec- 
tion of Cleveland in 1884. 


The most notable contest of his con- 


gressional career was when he led the 
senate minority in 1800-91 and defeated 
the federal elections bill which was so 
obnoxious to the south. 


When the Democrats had control of 


the. senate, Gorman was the recognized 
leader. It was at that time that tho 
tarilY bill of 1804 was passed. He had so 
much - to i3o- •with -shaping that measure; 
that his name is often given to it. 


It was during Cleveland's lost adminis- 


tration that a break occurred between 
the Democratic president and the leader 
of the party in the senate. In a speech 
which always will be remembered by 
those who heard it Senator Gorman se- 
verely arraigned the president. To -this 
opposition the defeat of Senator Gorman 
a few years later is attributed although 
his parly lost Maryland in the silver 
campaigns. As Boon as the Democrats 
regained control of the state he was at 
6nce re-elected to the senate. 
; It was a tribute to his leadership -that 
'as-soon as he was again in the senate, -he

he: was seized with a heart attack and 
ciicd in five minutes. At the bedside 
were Mrs. Gorman, Miss Ada Gorman, 
the senator's eldest daughter, . and a 
nurse. When the attack came physicians 
were sent for, but 'the senator was dead 
before they arrived. 


Senator 
Gorman's illness extended 


over five months. He had not left his 
house since Jan. l(i. He suffered1 i:i ad- 
dition to his heart affection with more 
or less stomach trouble. A week ago 
Inst Saturday he was seized with a heart 
attack and it was thought then that he 
could not survive, but he rallied and 
seemed to get very much better. Up to 
last night he was in the best of spirits 
and chatted with members of the'family. 
As soon as he passed away, word was 
sent to the senate.

water to the room. Upon opening the 
.door, Clark found Mr. Adams, entirely 
nude, sitting uprigh't 'in an arm chiiir. 
He immediately summoned the attaches 
of the "house and a doctor at once WHS 
Bent for.

Mr. Adams then was unconscious and 


the physician who was summoned pro- 
nounced the wound necessarily 
fatal. 


Mr. Adams was soon afterward removed 
to the hospital in a patrol wagon, where 
the bullet and sonic fragments of the 
bono were removed from his bruin. 


LEAVES NOTE AND BILL. 


A ghastly feature of bis attack was 


that after shooting himself,.. Mr. Adams 
proceeded out into the hall and. to the 
bathroom where he washed himself and 
returned to his room. The walls and 
bathroom were spattered with blood. In 
bin room an unsigned note was iound 
addressed to James Clark, another bell- 
man, reading as follows: 


ITotify H. G. Clemont, 1326 .L street. 


Telephone Main 18U3, and also Francis 
P. Adams, 1817 Wallace street. Left 
money for breakfast bill. You can di- 
vide the things in the closet. 


At the Metropolitan club chambers it 


it was reco-Ued today that yesterday 
morning Mr. Adams did not act natur- 
ally, and appeared to be -under some 
mental strain. Before leaving for the 
capital he demanded his board bill which 
he paid, remarking At the same time that 
tho bellmen could divide up the. change 
among themselves. He seemed himself 
again last night, and there was nothing 
in his action which indicated.that he con- 
templated taking his -life. :'. 


Mr. Adams last night wrote tho follow- 


ing letter to Speaker Cannon. It was 
received at the capital just before the 
hour of convening tho house today:

reer as a member of the state senate of 
Pennsylvania, "'here he served 
four 


years and in 1SS9 entered, the diplomatic 
service as American minister to Brazil. 
He filled this post for a little over r. 
year and then came back to this coun- 
try to re-enter- politics, being elected a 
member of the fifty-third congress, in. 
which body he has served continuously 
ever since. 


DESK DRAPED IN BLACK. 


WASHINGTON, June 
1.—A black 


draped desk in the hall of tho house of 
representatives, covered with flowers, 
smilax and fern*, brought a shock to al- 
most every member when the house con- 
vened today.

On the re- 
fusal of the pastor and congregation to 
obey this order they were expelled from 
the synod. The Wisconsin synod took 
up the matter and severely criticised the 
authorities of the Missouri synod, and 
this led to the application of Trinity 
church for membership in this synod. 


As the two synods are co-ordinate 


bodies and there is no supreme head to 
the church, the debate on this matter 
promises to be a heated one and its re- 
sults may be far reaching in their influ- 
ence on the parochial school system of 
the Lutheran church.

Roosevelt today sent to congress the re-

Coniminsioiier Charles P. Hcill, the spec- 
ial committee to investigate into the con- 
ditions of the stock yards of Chicago, la 
his address the president declares that 
the present laws are inadequate io rem- 
edy tho conditions. The address of the 
president M largely a reiteration of the 
findings of the committee and calls at- 
tention to the fact thnt while the pres- 
ent laws prohibit the shipment of unin- 
spected meat to foreign countries there 
is no law forbidding the shipment of un- 
inspci'tcd meat in interstate commerce. 
Ho declares p. law is needed which will 
enable the inspectors of the general gov- 
ernment to insppct and supervise from 
flip hoof to the can the preparation of 
the mpat food product. The evil seems 
to bn much less itu the sale of clresspd 
carcasses than in the sale of canned and 
otlipr prepared products, and very much 
loss n* regards prorluctc* sent 
abroad

The preside-ill declares tlmt the pack- 


ers should pay the cost of inspection and 
iirzcs the imnieuinto ennctment into law

supervise the methods of preparing the

The pnrtji that are sent from 
the eoolinjr room to these departments 
where various forms of meat products 
are prepared, are handled witli no regard 
whatever for cleanline?*. The workers 
climb over heaps of meat, select the 
pieces thty wish and frequently throw 
them down upon the dirty floor beside 
their bench.

SHOVEL MEAT FROM FILTHY 


FLOORS. 


"In a word." the report adds "we saw 


meat shoveled from filthy wooden floors, 
piled on tables rarely washed, pushed 
from room to room in rotten box carts, 
in all of which processes it wsa in the 
way of gathering dirt, splinters, . floor 
filth, it was always the reply that this 
meat would afterwards be- cooked, tu.-.

Maryland died suddenly at his residence 
here today. While Senator Gorman had 
been ill for many months, he had shown 
some improvement lately. Heart trou- 
ble was the immediate cause of death; 


Senator Gorman long hod been a not- 


able figure in the national congress. , He 
first took his seat in 1881 and- served 
continuously for eighteen yeais, and 
nearly all of thatjtimc'he was the leader, 


his'party in the senate.' Winning 


early a reputation for sagacity; and the. 
ceenest judgment in" congressional -a.ffairs 
ie attained prominence not only as,a 
eader in the senate, but in the country; 
at large and by many men was consider,-; 
ed the most available man in his: party,' 
lor the presidency. He was chairman ot 
;he executive committee 
find managed 


;he campaign that resulted in the elec- 
tion of Cleveland in 1884. 


The most notable contest of his con- 


gressional career was -when he led the 
senate minority in 1890-01 and defeated 
,he federal elections bill which was so 
obnoxious to the liouth. 


When the Democrats had control of 
he senate, Gorman was the recognized 
eadcr. It was at that time that the 
ariff bill of 1894 was passed. He had so 
much to do--with -shaping, that measurer 
hat'his name is often given, to it. 
It was during Cleveland's last adminis- 
ration that a break occurred between 
he Democratic president and the leader 
f the party in the senate. In a speech 
vhich always will be remembered by 
hose who heard it Senator Gorman so- 
erely arraigned the president. To -this 
pposition the defeat of Senator Gorman 
\ iew years later is attributed although, 
is party lost Maryland in the silver 
ampaigns. As soon as the Democrats 
egained control of the state he was at 
n'ce re-elected to the senate.

At the bedside 
were Mrs. Gorman, Miss Ada Gorman, 
the senator's eldest daughter,. and a 
nurse. When the attack came physicians 
were sent for, but "the senator was dead 
before they arrived. 


Senator 
Goi man's illness extended' 


over five months. He had not leit his 
house since Jan. 16. He suffered' ia ad- 
dition to his heart affection with more 
or less stomach trouble. A week ago 
last Saturday he was seized with a heart 
attack and' it was thought then that he 
could not survive, but he rallied and 
seemed to get very much better.

'Pillows nnd bolsters can be kept in

If they 
can be spared long enough it does them 
good to have a summer shower bath, pro- 
vided they can. be left outside afterward 
to get perfectly dry.

SHOOTS SEl 


Much Debt and Small Resources Cause 
Pennsylvania Representative to Com- 


mit Suicide at His Club. 


Leaves Notes to .Speaker Cannon and Bell Boy—Congress 


Adjourns and Dead Man's Desk is Draped In 


Crape—He Farthered Bill Causing 


Spanish War. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 .—Representa- 


tive Robert Adams, of the second con- 
gressional district of Pennfeylv'auia'i. d.cd 
at tTie Emergency hospital, today from 
the efrecta of a self inilicted-b'lilht wound. 


Mr. Adams was discovered in a dying 


condition in his apartments at the Met- 
ropolitan club chambers this morning. 
Ho was sitting in a chair. A bullet 
wound in his mouth and a pistol lying 
near him made it clear that he had at- 
tempted to kill himself. He was remov- 
ed at once to Emergency hospital where 
an operation was performed, but which 
afforded no relief. 


A letter received by Speaker Cannon 


from Mr. Adams this morning explained 
the cause of the suicide. The letter said 
his debts exceeded, his 
resources 
and 


forced him,.to .abandon his official,posi- 
tion. 
The letter indicated ,that he had 


made lip, hi* mind to' commit the rash 


, act. 
.. 


Coroner Nevitt :viewed the-.'body and 


said it was such a clear case no inquest 
would be necessary. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Representa- 


tive Robert Adams of the Second con- 
gressional district of Pennsylvania, 
is 


dying at Emergency hospital in this city 
as the result of a pistol shot fired 
through his mouth into his head with 
suicidal intent. 


The act. was committed at the club 


chambers 
of the 
Metropolitan club, 


where Mr. Adams had resided for several 
years, some time between six and seven 
o'clock this morning. 


It was not until 8 o'clock, however, 


that he was found by Horace Clark, one 
of the negro bellmen, whose habit it was, 
each morning at that hour to carry hot 
water to the room. Upon opening tho 
door, Clark found Mr. Adauls, entirely 
nude, sitting upright ;in an arm chair. 
He immediately summoned the attaches 
of the Tiouse and a doctor at once was 
Bent for. 


Mr. Adams then was unconscious and 


the physician who was summoned pro- 
nounced the wound necessarily 
fatal. 


Mr. Adams wus soon afterward removed 
to the hospital in a patrol wngon, where 
the bullet and some fragments of the 
bone were removed from his brain. 


LEAVES NOTE AND BILL. 


A ghastly feature of his attack was 


that after shooting himself, Mr. Adams 
proceeded out into the hall and. to the 
bathroom whers he washed himself and 
returned to his room. The walls and 
bathroom were spattered with blood. In 
his room nn unsigned note was found 
addressed to James Clark, another bell- 
man, reading as follows: 


1'otify H. G. Clement, 1326 L street. 


Telephone Main 1803, and also Francis 
P. Adams, 1817 Wallace street. Left 
money for breakfast bill. You can di- 
vide the things in the closet. 


At the Metropolitan club chambers it 


it was recutled today that yesterday 
morning Mr. Adams did not act natur- 
ally, and appeared to be under some 
mental strain. Before leaving for tho 
capital he demanded hi» board bill which 
he paid, remarking at the same time that 
the bcUme.i could divide up the. change 
among themselves. He seemed himself 
again last night, and there .was nothing 
in hia action which indicated that he con- 
templated taking his life. 


Mr. Adams lost night wrote the follow- 


ing letter to Speaker Cannon. It was 
received at the capitol just before the 
hour of convening tho house today: 


Washington, May 31, 1800. Hon. J. G. 


Cannon. My Dear Mr. Speaker: Tho 
fact that my personal obligations exceed 
my resources is my only excuse for 
abandoning the responsible' petition I oc- 
cupy in tho house. I am willing to be 
'buried at its expense, but I ask'that no 
committee be appointed or memorial ser- 
vices held, ns I have never been in sym- 
pathy with the latter custom. 


With assurances of my high regard. 


Sincerely yours,

popular representative* in congress, and 
lie has> been ideiitillnd with mniiy matters 
of world wide importance.

Mr. Adams was a society and- clubman

It was only yester- 
day that he was acting chairman of the 
house committee on foreign affairs, man- 
aged the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill to its final passage in the 
house. As this bill- has been before the 
bouse for the past week, Mr. Adams has 
been the principal figure in the house. 
There was nothing in his deportment 
during the consideration of the measure 
to indicate an unusual condition of his 
mind.

Mr. Adams became prominent- at -the 


beginning of the session of congress by 
introducing and dianipicning the "whip- 
ping post bill," wiii«h: had been recom- 
mended by the president: Mr. • Adams 
had to stand a.great deal of gpod natur- 
cd chaffing during; the1 debate;-on !tna bill.

At that time there was a sugges- 
tion that he had lost a large portion of 
his fortune through injudicious invest- 
ments and. this, is one of, the possible 
causes of the act of self-destruction. 


Mr. Adams has always been a -consis- 


tent Republican of the stalwart type. He 
was born in Philadelphia, February 26, 
1849, and graduated at the university of 
Pennsylvania 20 years later. He prac- 
ticed 'law for five years and spent some 
time in scientific explorations as a mem- 
ber of the United States geological sur- 
vey. 
In 1883 he began his. political ca- 


reer as ji member of the state senate of 
Pennsylvania, where he served four 
years and in 1880 entered the diplomatic 
service as American minister to Brazil. 
He filled this post for a little over a 
year and then came back to this coun- 
try to re-enter- politics, being elected a 
member of the fifty-third congress, in 
which body he has served continuously 
ever since.

bodies and there is no supreme head to 
the church, the debate on this matter 
promises to be a heated one and its re- 
sults may be far reaching in their influ- 
ence on the parochial school system of 
the Lutheran church.

The em- 
pire has now or did have at tha last ac- 


counts 5,084,099 children attending 27,- 
138 public schools and looked after by 
an army df 108,360 -teachers. Attending 
the industrial schools four years ago 
were 05,000 pupils and 
intermediate 


schools 93,000. Of the children of fcheol 
nge in Japan nearly ninety-four per cent 
attend school and this record more than 
.favorably compares with otter govern- 
ments oven including our' own; In the 
future Japan takes no nations' dust. 


WAUX1N«G8 FROM GOVERNOR HANLEY 


Governor Hanley of Indiana in an elo- 


quent address on Memorial day assailed 
corporate graft and declared the organi- 
zation of capital for exploitation and for 
purposes of public plunder a crime and if 
persisted in would in due time bring 
about a revolution. 


It has been noticeable all through the 


campaign .in 'the national legislature or 
congress, that perhaps obstacles have 
been thrown in the way of orderly 
proceedures that 
rapacity 
be check- 


ed, arid .methods employed .by which 
favored interests have enjoyed special 
advantages over their competitors. It is 
notorious that 
collossal aggregations 


have amassed mountainous wealth, and 
that corporations and firms on the out- 
side have, Itad a very hard path doing 
business, and notorious that many in- 
dependent men for such are called out- 
side the trusts have been ruined and 
forced out of business. 


Governor Hanley in the view of some, 


may be regarded as sounding an undue 
alarm, when he .says, we arc at the be- 
ginning of a great revolution; that'While 
it is true there is yet no call to arms, 
yet the revolution is upon ns and that 
"stupendous social, economic, 
and po- 


litical chances are involved." Most people 
will likely accept this as the governor in- 
tends, that this revolution now peaceful, 
may if organized wealth persists and if 
the vicious trusts win out 'in the legis- 
lative battle and secure vapid laws or 
none at all and if millionaires continue 
becoming multimillionaires, that blood 
rod may yet break out in this f lir land 


What this Republican governor says ia 


certainly decidedly -well worth the seri- 
ous attention of the public. -It is from 
no propogator of anarclious doctrine or 
from the street socialistic orator, or the 
professional demagogue. 
They do not 


come from cue making a profession of 
reform for personal advancement, but 
from a Republican state executive who 
has looked into this subject deeply and 
recognizes the dark spots upon the na- 
tional garment^. 


Declares Governor Hanley: 
"Deeply 


imbedded in the core and center of this 
revolution, running like a thread of gold 
through all its shifting scenes and chang- 
ing forms, are certain fundamental prin- 
ciples of human right and of human liber- 
ty, and unless we in our day, and es- 
pecially you in your day, possess a will- 
ingness to seek for these, and the wis- 
dom to find them, a.nd the patriotism 
and courage to proclaim them, to stand 
by them and save them when found, the 
call of arras, the drum beats, the bugle 
blasts, the serried ranks, the marching 
columns, and the battlefields will come 
to us and to you as certainly as in the 
past they came to our fathers. 


"The criminal aggressions of incorpor- 


ated and aggregated wealth against the 
individual must be staid by legal regula- 
tions and wholesale laws courageously 
enforced, or history will repeat itself in 
your day as it hns in the past. Yoii will 
he no more exempt than other genera- 
tions have been. Progress must and will 
be mo.de. 


'•Human rights—the riglit of the indi- 


vidual citizen—or the rights of the body 
of the people, are not safe where gov- 
ernment is administered by special in- 
terests or thrpugh the corrupt or de- 
moralizing influence of organized wealth 
and greed. No despotism can be more 
absolute than the despotism of money. 


"Thrift, wealth, and aggregated capital 


arc essential to the prosperity of the 
people and the development of the coun- 
try. 
I wage no war against these or 


any of these, but I do wage war against 
tho thrift that grows by .theft and pecu- 
lation, against the abuse of wealth, 
against the corrupt practices of incor- 
porated capital, and the undue and .un- 
holy influences it exercises in the admin- 
istration of government. I do not look 
with pleasure either upon tho 'muck' or 
the 'nuiak raker,' but either is better 
than ihe''muck bed.' And as long as the 
'muck bed' remains, I hope the 'muck' 
raker' will continue to expose it and to 
lay it bare that the people may come to 
•hiite lit, to despise the greed that feeds 
it, and to .forsake every man whose 
hands are soiled with its 'pollution." 


The above words must receive serious 


attention and they come in time to be 
read by .our legislators at Washington; 
There can. be. no questioning but what 
observing people may readily read be- 
tween the lines. They will discriminate' 
between those honestly desirous of'mak- 
ing more perfect legislation, of avoiding 
constitutional defects, and of those only 
intent upon making obstructions to leg- 
islation that would meet with tho ac- 
cord of all orderly citizens and citizens 
insisting the present favoritism, and of 
rebates and-of vnrio.us devices by which 
fair trade is interferred with and .certain 
interests favored. 


Governor Hnnley can not be charged 


in anywise of endeavoring to curry favor 
with any organized political interests, or 
with any section of voters. 
They arc 


warning words sent out publicly and 
they voice the sentiments of millions of 
citizens. 
The Republican . party will 


assuredly be .iiiilged by the record made 
by this congress. Let this record be un- 
assailable.

Koine discussion has been had upon the 


new departure of the treasury at Wasli.i 
i'ngtori 'in advancing gold coin to banks 
predicted'"'however up.on,.:the '.official adr. 
vices 'of the shipment of. equal 'amounts 


from Europe and upon the deposit by- 
the banks of security. The advantage 
of this is to' the banks and the great 
trade exchanges is manifest "since it 
bridges over intervals of time that in 
commercial stringency is of much value. 


Whether or not th'e public treasury 


should do this is a matter of argument. 
There are those who object upon gener- 
al principles to the treasury at all in- 
jecting itself, that is in any wise extend- 
ing aid to the,, financial world in this 
fashion or. in-times oi excitement when 
speculation has made a tight, money 
market,'J;o extend treasury aid as, it has 
done repeatedly. The argument favoring 
this has always been that it1 was better 
to do this than to run the risk of wide 
spread trouble in the financial world, 
which would sooner or later reflect itself. 
in the great world of busirtess'and man^ 
ufacturing. 
That1 'with the. treasury 


standing ready to give assistance in the 
well known forms, the .great specula'tors 
and manipulators in the world of high 
finance would be relying always upon 
getting relief. 


The truth is were it.-absolutely .cer- 


tain no help could come from, the gov-, 
eminent, some things -would not be done 
that are done now and great interests 
might move in u steadier groove. And 
yet there arc probably periods when it 
might be actually necessary for the gov- 
ernment to take a hand in such fashion 
that would help to remove the severe 
tension. This judgment would of course 
depend upon the secretary ot the treas- 
ury and the president as to how they 
viewed any financial or commercial situ- 
ation and with such officials far and be- 
yond Wall street touch there could be 
no danger. 


A western paper comments upon this 


latest departure of Secretary Shaw and 
says: "But the new departure of the 
Treasury department makes gold avail- 
able for the instant use in sucli crises, 
since upon advice of gold shipment from 
Europe and upon deposit of • security, 
which need not necessarily t,c United' 
jStates bonds, an equivalent nmount bf^ 
free treasury gold is at once' transferred 
to the banks, the imported metal upon 
arrival simply replacing it. While this 
method has been criticised from.: some 
quarters, the remedy 1ms just been dem- 
onstrated to be so effectual'and is sub- 
ject to such extension that 'many of the 
ablest authorities and practical finan- 
ciers believe that the 'old scheme of clear- 
ing house loan certificates will not again 
bo resorted to in the face of panic. 


Nevertheless it is apparent that this 


solution- requires the existence of a sur- 
plus of freehold in. the treasury, that 
being necessary to bridge over the time 
required for transfer from the hoards of 
the money centers of Europe. There 
are, therefore, two adverse, influences, 
the popular dislike of a largo treasury 
surplus and. the clamorous demand whan 
there is one for its deposit in the 
banks." 
, 


After trials of this new scheme of ex- 


tending government treasury operations 
it may be perhaps better seen just how 
it .will work. If it is simply to nsaist 
the great speculative world public senti- 
ment will demand it cease, but if the 
plan demonstrates that the advancing of 
gold based upon the receipt of positive 
information the gold is coming from 
Europe and the banks deposit the neces- 
sary security, does not interfere with or- 
derly procedures, and is really a proper 
thing to do, public sentiment will ac- 
quiesce.

The Chinese boycott according to late 


reports seems to be one of the things 
that, were, that is almost... The buying 
of ovir products is resuming its normal 
aspect while outside of a few places, 
there was none in the first place. The 
evidence is pretty strong that this boy- 
cott was started originally by the inter- 
ested parties working upon the Chinese, 
and that at no time, did it really take 
root among the Chinese people them- 
selves. There does not seem to be evi- 
dence that there is any general com- 
plaint because of our exclusion laws un- 
less it> be that among a few, who for cer- 
tain reasons desire to accomplish their 
concealed purposes.

It has been charged we are weak in 


China on account of otor lack of insist- 
ence, an attribute of European powers, 
and because we display sentimental qua- 
lities, something entirely unknown to 
the .Celestials. When it was known we. 
were to forego the millions awarded to 
us in the settlement made after we had 
assisted in the capture of Pekin, that 
we vcilutarily surrender or was to sur- 
render our indemnity it woe predicted 
such was- a mistake, and it cannot bat 
be suspected by closer observers that 
this prediction is justified. It seems to 
be impossible''that the Chinese mind is 
to be opened to the view that we talce 
of this, that is the view taken by the 
Washington authorities, nnd they fully 
believe so it is stated by those who 
know better the peculiar bent of the 
reasoning of the average Chinaman, that 
the real reason we are disinclined, to re- 
tain the millions of indemnity, is only 
because we are afraid of them. 


It is more than suspected further that 


the ,Chinese ore keenly watching 
lir? 


while -our National legislators, some of 
them, are so agitating their intellect to 
so amend the present.- exclusion law, 
that it will be as full of holes as is the 
average Idtchcn drainer. .The Celestials 
perceive our great fears that ooze out 
at Washington and ns n consequence, do 
not take' into account us Americans as 
they undoubtedly do the European pow- 
ers. They can fully Understand Ger- 
many, Trance' or England, because they, 
always mean strict business, .but the 
American because of his sentiment, they 
fail to appreciate, at his.true worth.' It 
is plainly evident to many that we are 
making a mistajce iri further widening 
the doors, to -the entrance of the Chinese, 
for the bills already introduced amend- 


ing the exclusion law, can only hav» 
that purpose. 


Th.e true policy of the United States 


is to continue its policy of exclusion and 
this exclusion conducted in a. practical 
manner. 
But if it is really .true the 


manner of conducting examinations of 
the suspects Who succeed in reaching thip 
side results in open handed bi vitality, of 
course thi' should cease. A suspect is 
hardly a convicted stow-away and while 
such should certainly be retained in cus- 
tody until something definite is proved, 
such1 detention, should not be accompan- 
ied with anything resembling barbarous 
treatment,, or the treatment, of felons.

ing the doctrines of anarchy may be ter- 
rorism, but they, can never convince the 
world of the truth of the doctrines of 
anarchism and of Social Democratieisra. 
Killing terminates, the life'of .the'beat 
of rulers .as well as of the worst, but in 
what way the detestible doctrines are 
made acceptable to the multitudes'is in- 
comprehensible, except npcn the theory, 
that one dastardly set of mc'n is but 
aiming to grasp 'the power of the others.

It is understandable in Russia where 


ihe-darkest crimes are committed jn,$he. 
name of government, that in desperation 
men might strike back with their deadly 
weapon at the head of the most respon- 
sible, but the attempt to kill a y'fing 
man, true enough with the title of King, 
but so young in years of power that his 
subjects had no sullen griefs of despotic 
reign, and his young bride from practic- 
ally free England who had signalled her 
very first days' in Spain by a. most gra- 
cious act which restored to liberty and 
life an imprisoned-^subject, is not e.^- 
plainabje only ,upon_ the same supposi- 
tion as applied to the United States that 
anarchy means just red blood and death.

the senate. Later it developed Senator 
La. Follette had understood the, South 
Carolina senator intended the bill to be 
brought up during his absence. 


It seems this hill provides common

A", TO .JAPANESE. 


Unlike the Chinese the Japan we de- 


cline to be confined to unskilled and com- 
mon labor. Our schools contain numer- 
ous young Japs getting, an American ed- 
ucation, and those employing these Japs 
now here for more common'labor will 
testify to the troubles they have, and 
the difficulty in holding them down, as 
can be done with the Chinese to strict 
agreements. 


In increasing numbers the. Japanese 


arc coming to the United States, and 
many of them are arriving, via JSawrtii 
which seems to be officiating as a half 
way house, and it is not at all to the 
unskilled ranks of labor that the new 
comers will be confined. They, like the 
Chinese, whoever employs them demand 
and receive the American wagfl rate, but 
the professions and clerical positions are 
to be seriously competed for by • the 
much more enterprising .tap. The ranks 
of the inore skilled labor will be invaded 
as Well as the ranks of labor in office 
positions and the professions, and if the 
process is to be encouraged rather than 
hinder«d, things will .take their course 
just afi .they now are. If the Jnpaiu'su 
invasion is to be curtailed then some- 
Ithing.different must be.dqne, and it rests 
with the .American people themselve^. 


ONE KKASON WHT. 


Most valuable franchises continue to 


be ghwn away or else for a pitiful frac- 
tion, of what they ari worth by com- 
munities, ae represented by alleged leg- 
islators. Their excuse is public demands 
for 
improvements OT'erpowered their

THE FF.DERAL CAMPAIGN PUB- 


LICITY BILL. 


Chicago Record-HeraJd: 
Several bills 


aimed at corrupt election practices and 
providing for publicity in campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures were intro- 
duced in Congress early in the session. 
Hearings by the House elections com- 
mittee followed in due time, but no dis- 
position to aet was manifested. 
This 


lead to a good deal,of sharp criticism in 
the press. After the New York legisla- 
ture hfcd passed the strong publicity 
measures to -which we referred the other 
day the attacks on the House committee 
were vigorously renewed in some quar- 
ters. 


The committee has pleasantly sur- 


prised its critics by authorizing a favor- 
able report on a sort of composite bill 
framed by its chairman, Mr. Gnines "of 
West Virginia. It is more radical than 
any of the propositions wliieh furnished 
the basis for it. 


It requires all contributions, loans, ad- 


vances, etc., made by any person or cor- 
poration for the purpose of influencing 
the election1 or defeat of any candidate 
to be made to a political committee, of 
some one authorized in writing by such 
committee to receive contributions, and 
provides that the treasurers of such 'po- 
litical committees shall certify each con- 
tribution to the clerk of the federal 
court for the district. The certificates 
of such treasurers are to be .part of the 
public records of the clerk's office. " 


What makes the bill remarkable and 


peculiar is the provision that its terms 
shall apply not • only to congressional 
candidates and candidates 
for 
presi- 


dential electors. This seems to include 
state and county officials, and so on. 


Tl»e constitutionality of the bill has 


been questioned by Boine'cojnmitteemen 
and witnesses heard on the bill. Is it 
within the power of Congress to provide 
for publicity with regard to other than 
federal officers? 
The majority of the 


committee thinks, however, that without 
the provision challenged us'doubtful the 
bill would bf of little worth, as it could 
be easily evaded, by anyone pretending 
to make his contribution tor the,benefit 
of the candidates for the local or state 
offices. 


No ono expects the bill to pass even 


one of the houses of Congress at this ses- 
sion. But the favorable report is a grati- 
fying sign.

Bring to' the attention of ..the Mex- 
ican government and ask prompt arid ef- 
fective control to protect American citi- 
zens. Say to t)ie Mexican government

CONDITIONS ARE NOVEL. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The 
situa- 


tion at Cananea as revealed by the offic- 
ial dispatches and the press news was 
one without precedent,, nml .the officials 
of both the state and war departments 
were very much concerned. The Mexi 
can government always has been exceed
